approval in both countrics. 


Regarding the Executive, the re- 
port proceeds on the basic assump- 
tion that the Constitution will re- 
cognise the principle that, subject 
to special conditions, responsibi- 
lity for the Federal Government of 
India wilt in fact rest upon the 
Indinna themselves. 


Dominion Precedent, 


In the opinion of the Sub-Com- 
mittee, the proper method of iv- 
ing offect to this principle Is, fol- 
lowing the precedent of all Domi- 
nion Constitutions, to provide that 
executive power and authority 
shall invest in the Crown or in the 
Governor-Ganeral as representing.

Governor-General must be at liberty 
to act on his own responsibility 
and must be given powers neces- 
snury to implement his decisions.

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PIRATES CONTROL] BRITISH AIR|FOURTH ROUND OF 


SHIP FOR 
TWO & HALF DAYS. 


‘CHINA MERCHANTS’ 
VICTIMISED. 


S.S. HSIN MING ROBBED OF 
VALUABLE CARGO.’ 


HONGHAI LANDING. 


In the 
pirates for two and a half days, 
journeying slowly down_ the 
const to Honghai Bay, the China 
Merchants’ s.s, Hsin Ming goes 
down on record as the firat 1931 
victim of Bias Bay desperndoes, 
The vessel was released in the 
carly hours of this morning. | 

News of the outrage was received 
enon afterwards, whon the Hsin 
Ming's officera restored her wire- 
leas apparatus to working order 
and recounted briefly the features 
of the attack,  Tliree passengers 
and a compradore were arrested, 
while the yang appears to have 
made a valunble haul of persona} 
property and cargo. 

The Hsin Ming, a Glasgow-bullt 
ateamer of 1,605 tons register, has 
made anly one or two previous 
appearances in’ Hongkong and 
these quite a few years ngo, For 
that reason she Is very. little 
known here, the local office of the 
Chinn Merchants being in’ eam. 
plete ignorance of her movements 
untit the receipt of the wireless 
message, 


Pirated on “Saturday. 


Tho frozen state of Northern 
ports and waterways at this time 
of the year, usually brings about 
a re-arrangement of ports of call 
for China Merchants’ vessels, says 
the local agent. It may therefore 
be assumed that the Hsin Ming 
was Southern-bound, trading ba 
tween Shanghai probably, and 
Fouchow, when she fell victiny te 
the Bias Bay desperadoes. 

Tho wireless message, received 
nt 7 o'clock this morning, states 
she waa pirated on Saturday night. 
It lao states that ‘the pirates had 
juat left the vessel at Hong Hai 
Bays which suggests that she was 
not ‘released until daylight to-day; 
when the wireless apparatus war 
again put into commission ta 
enable the eurly message to be 
sent out, : 

Crew Surprised, 


From the meagre details given, 
it would appear. that the piraton 
boarded the Hsin Ming ot Shung- 
hai in the usual guise of pas- 
sengers. Choosing a favourable 
moment on Saturday night, they 
revealed their presence, over 
powered the Captain, officers and 
crew, tind toak over the command 
of, the yessel. 

A slow: course was then set for 
the south. Bias Bay and Mira Bay 
being well-patrolicd by warships, 
it would appear, the pirntea took 
the vessel into the adjacent inlet 
of Hong Hai Bay, the scene of the 
termination of more than one pre- 
vious exploit, and under cover of 
darkness, just before day-light to- 
day, took to waiting boats and 
tanded their booty, 


Bloodless Outrage. 

The message states “Everybody 
fe all right,” indicating that the 
piracy has been 4 bloodless ong, 
unattonded by anything untoward 
except for the “kidnapping of 
three passengers and one of the 
Compradore's staff," and the tak- 
ing Away) by the culprits of ‘a 
considerable quantity of cargo 
and loot.” : : 

Who these passengers were, and 
just how much loss is represented

"1930. 


BIG REDUCTIONS IN BOTH 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 
¢ london, Jan, 12. 

The Board“ of Trade to-day is- 
suck statistics ghowing that. Bri- 
ish Imports in 1930 were valued: 
nt £1,045,000,000, representing 9 
reduction of £176,000,000 on the 
figure for 1929, 

The exports totalled £570,500,- 
000, or a reduction of £159,000,000. 

Tha largest individual decreases 
in imports were raw cotton, £32,- 
600,000; grain, £23,000,000; non- 
dutiable food and drink, £20,600,- 
000; and woollen mate 
000,000. Bay tee J 

The outstanding reductions in 
exports were cotton manufactures, 
£48,000,000; fron and steel manue 
factures,’ £17,000,000; and wool- 
Iens, £16,000,000. 

Re-exports in 1950, showed a 
decrease of twenty per cent, as 
compared with 1929.—Reuter.

New York, Jan, 12. 

The gravest fears are now cn- 
tertained for the New York am- 
phibian plane “Trade Wind" 
which is now 28 hours overdue 
at the Azores, 

The authorities “have been In 
wircless communication with half a 
dozen veseeln at ‘sea in the vicinity 
of the route likely to be taken by 
the fliers, but all of them state that 
they have not seen the seaplane. 

More ominous, however, are the 
weather reports from these vessels. 

Mountatnous seas are running in 
the Atinntic and it is:considered im. 
probable that the seaplane would 
flont for more thnn a few hours in 
xuch conditions if it had been fore- 
ed down, : soe 

The Trade Wind sat out from 
Bermuda for the Azores on Satur- 
day. She was carrying two 
hundred pounds of tinned food, the 
trip being a “strictly commercial” 
enterprise for the purpose of de- 
tnonstrating the poasibilities of re- 
gular air communication between 
Amorica and Europe by way of 
Bermuda and the. Azores. The 
miasing fliers are Mrs, Beryl Hart, 
owner of the plane, and Lieut.

Vice-Chancellor's Address. 


Addressing the gathering. the 
Vice-Chancellor suid:

the new Biological Building I took 
the opportunity, on behalf of all 
the members of the University, to 
bid you and Lady Peel welcome.

I sald 
on the 22nd September, that you 
had already proved a substantial

Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
and through his, solicitor, Mr; F. 
C. E, Rendall, tendered a plea of 
not guilty. 

According to Detective Sorgeant 
Fitches a purty of police under 
Dotective Inspector Fallon pro- 
ceeded from the Yaumati pler to 
some junks lying in the typhoon 
shelter to conduct a dearch, When 


thoy got near the junks several, 
}people appeared 


nnd one man, 
wearing 0 dark overcoat and black 


hat, was scen to run over the three 


junks lying alongside each other. 
Witness boarded the nearest junk 
and gave chase and: arrested the 
man. The defendant waa sentch- 
ed by a Chinese detective and tho 
ammunition found in his pockot.’ 

In reply to Mr. Rendall, witness 
anid that they had no warrant. 
They went to search the jnnk on 
information received. ; 

Detectivo Inspector Fallon. 
after giving similar evidence add- 
od that the information they re- 
colved waa to the effect that there 
was a party of mon on board 1. 
junk who had a Mauser pistol and 
a revolver and woro contemplating 
a piratical attack on a ferry 
launch. Witness, in reply to Mr. 
Rendall said that no pistol or re- 
volver was found on tho junk 
montioned when it was searched. 

The polico interpreter of the 
Yaumatt station produced the 
statement made by the defendant, 
as follows:—“I was carrying this 
ammunition to Chinese . territory 
for oer purposes. J know ‘t Ile 
unlawful, but I carried it for 
friendship.” . 


Story for Defence. 


Outlining the story for the de- 
fence. Mr, Rendall said thot the 
dofendant and his brother owned a 
junk, 4623, trading between 
Hongkong and Si Klu. On Decem- 
ber 22 they returned from Si Kiu 
with a cargo of sugar-cano and 
vogotables, On the day previous 
to the police raid, 8 man named 
Chau Yee, well-known to defond- 
ant’s brother, came on board with 
another man Leung Shu-hi. Leung 
asked the defendant to carry 4 
small parcel to SI Kin, which de- 
fendant said he would do, Leung 
handéd over the parcel to the de- 
fendant, who put it into hts pocket 
without knowing what it coatain- 
od. The two visitors then left, 
but Chau Yee returned Inter, That 
night another man ‘Wong’ Sing 
also came on hoard {7 sel] oplum 
and went aywey after some time. 
During the right defendant, feel- 
ing something hard in tho pocket, 
opened it and discovered that it 
contained ammunition. As it was 
lato he kept it In his pocket and 
went to sleop. When he got up 
the following morning and saw the 
police Iaunch approaching, with 
Wong Sing in it, he suspected 


-something and ran uway.- It-was 


then that Chau Yee pointed him 
out to the police and he was ar- 
rested. 

After the defendant had given 
evidence benring out this story, 
Mr, Rendall pleaded = guilty to 
technical offence, in that the de- 
fendant knew that tho pnareel con- 
tained ammunition but still kept 
it in his possession. . : 

Mr. Butters imposed ‘1 sen- 
tence of one year’s Imprisonmont.

In the sphero of finance, the Sub- 
Committee regarded asa funda- 
mental condition of success of the 
new Constitution that no room 
‘should be Ieft for doubts as to the 
ability of India to maintain her 
financial stability, both at home 
and nbroad. : 


It would, therefore, be neces: 
sary to reserve to the Governor- 
General such essential powers as 
would enable him to Intervene 
if methods were being pursued 
which would prejudice India in 
the money markets of the world, 


The Sub-Committce recommend 
that efforts should be made to ea- 
tablish on a sure foundation, and 
free from any politien] influence, na 
early as possible, a Reserve Bank 
entrusted with this management of 
currency: and exchange, With the 
snme object, provisions should be 
made for the introduction of a Bill 
dealing with coinage, 

. The Sub-Committee were further 
agreed that the serviccs of a Joan 
for adequate provision for salarics 
and ‘pensions of persons appointed 
Under the, guarantees given by the 
Secretary-of State should be secur- 
ed, along with special requirements, 
ny a Consolidated Fund Charge, 

Fiscal Policy. 

With . this exception, there be 
would no difference between the 
Finance Minister and any other 
Minister, and with regard to taxa- 
tion and fiscal policy he would be re- 
sponsible. 

Tho Sub-Committee recognised 
that It may be diMcult under exiat- 
ing conditions to set up o Reserve 
Bank immediately, and therefore 
special proviaion will be necessary 
in the meantime to secure to the 
Governor-General adequate control 
of monetary policy and currency, 

They assume also that the Gov- 
ernor-General will continue to have 
the right of refusing assent to 
legislative measures and of return- 
ing any BIH for considcration, and, 
subject to any instructions issued 
to the Governor-General, that the 
existing powers ai to reservations 
and this allowance will remain. 

In_the ‘event of a breakdown of 
the Constitution, adequate powers 
must be entrusted with the - Gov- 
ernor-General for the purpose of 
enabling the King's Government to 
ba carried on. ’ 

Legislature Issue. 

In regard to the Legislature, the 
Sub-Committee proceed on the 
basis there will be two Chambers 
—~an Upper House, or Senate, 
comprising 160 members, nnd a 
Lower House comprising 200 mem- 
bers. 

As to the qualification of mom- 
bers of the Upper -House, it fa 
suggested that a principle similar 
to those in force for the Council of 
State should apply in British 
Indian, and that the States should 
take mengures to ensure tho 
appointment of man of similar 
standing, The Committee sug- 
gest that the Provincial Legiala- 
tures should elect members to the 
Senate by a single ‘transferuble 
vote and that a fixed proportion of 
members of the Senate be re- 
placed at regular periods.

Two women named Cheung 
Mo and Chan Mul respectively, 
were brought by Sub-Inspector 
Elston ‘before Mr. Buttors, at the 
Kowloon Magistracy this morning, 
on charges of having uttered four 
counterfoit ten-cent pieces and of 
possession.

After 
she had gone, witness discovered 
that six ten-cen pleces were bad 
and three were good. He ran out 
into the street and saw the two de- 
foendants and asked them to change 
she aix ten-cent pieces which they 

Leung Tung, fok! of a grocery 
shop In 14, Nga Tsln Wal Road, 
sald. that on Sunday Inst the two 
defendanta came to the shop and 
each purchased some articles. They 
paid for each article they bought ap 
it was delivered. The money was 
received by the accountant. He 
ai not sce the money they tender- 
eda. ‘ 
The accountont of the shop, Wan 
Kam-pui, said that each of the de- 
fendants tendered two ten-cent 
feces each for’ the eggs they 

ught. He gave them back nine 
eents. They each tendered two 
ten-cent pieces as they bought the 
other articles and were given their 
change back. Ench of them 
gave’ four  ten-cent, pieces. 
Witneas gave two of the ten-cent 
pieces to another customer who 
drew his attention to the fact 
that they were counterfeit. He 
then called his foki and told him 
to run after the two women. The 
cefendants were brought brck to 
the shop and handed them over to 
a Chinese detective. : :

“The figures quoted by tho pre- 
sident of the Canadinn National 
Railways in respect of tho taxes 
pald by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company during the. years 
1926, 1927, 1928 nnd 1920 fall very 
far short’ of telling the wholo 
stary,” safd E. W. Beatty, chairman | 
and president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, In commenting on 
the taxation references of Sir Henry 
Thornton in his address bafore tho 
Toronto Board of Trado Club re- 
cently, - ; 

“It was stated by the spenker,' 
Mr. Beatty continued, . “that the 
federal, provincial , and. municipal 
taxes pald by the Canadian Natlonat 
during these: four years amounted 
to $18,709,000, or an amount only 
$3,000,000 Tess than that paid by 
the Canadinn Pacific. Whilo (ft 
may be possible that the figures 
were Intended: to be confined to 
taxes. pald In respect of rallway 
operations only, the fact is that dur. 
ing this period the Canadian Pacific 
actually paid in taxes of all classes 
over $31,400,000, or anoroximately 
$12,500,000, instead of $3,000,000, 
more than tho figure given for the 
Canadian National. Of tho total 
amount pald by tha Canndian 
Pacific, $80,700,000 was paid ‘in 
Canadian taxes, whereas a consider. 
able portion of the Canadian Na- 
tional taxes are paid in the United 
States, The actual ' difference in 
the Canndian taxation is, therefore, 
very marked. 

“The published figures of tho 
Dominion. Bureau of Statistics 
show that the taxes pafd in connex- 
Jon with raf! operations in Canada 
were: Canadian Pacific, $21,865,- 
000, Canadinn National, $18,615,- 
000. The. Canadian Natfonal has a 
greater mileage in Canada by 6,700 
miles. The Canadian taxes per milo 
of lino for each system (rail opera- 
tlons only), aro; Canadian Pacific, 
$384.81 per mile, and the Canadian 
National, $170.18 per mile, exclud- 
ing eastern lines which extend cast 
of Quebec into the Maritimes, or 
$162.2 por mile including eastern 
lines, 

“Since the Inception of the 
Federal Income Tax (1916), the 
Canadian Paciflc has patd on this 
account alone $26,471,197, 

“T have never heard {t suggested 
that the Canndfan. National’ Rafl- 
ways do not pay provincial or muni. 
cipal’ taxes, though their federal 
taxes munt aggregate very Little.”

ng. . ‘ 

says-—"The report. 
exposes a maladministration so 
crucl and so corrupt, and the ex- 
ploitation of native workers by 
thelr Negro masters so scandalous 
and ao shameless, that the civilized 
world will not be satisfied until ef- 
fective measures have been taken to 
aubstitute a system of justice for 
this reign of brute force, and to 
establish decent conditiona of Ia- 
bour. The method by which the 
desired introduction ‘of reforms 
can best be effected, is rather de- 
licate and a difficult international 
question, Liberia is a member of 
the League of Nations, These af- 
fairs are at the same timo considor. 
ed in Washington to be a pecullar 
concern of the United States, and 
the attitude of the State Depart- 
ment in Washington is thus clearly 
of immediate importance.

Brilliant Carcer. 


From the building up of the 
China of the future to the Hon. 
Foo Ping-sheung is a transition at 
once ensy and obvious, The Hon. 
foo PIng-aheung was born on the 
16th February, 1896, at Fat 
Shan, a suburb of Canton.

In 1917 he went og an assistant 
engineer to the Shanghai-Hang- 
chow-Ningpo Railway. He then 
returned to Hongkong and taught 
for a year at St, Stephen's 
College, his old school. 


In 1918/19 he was working in 
Canton as Head of the Bureau of 
Printing of the Militnry Govern- 
ment there and as Secretary to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, which 
was then presided over by the late 
Dr, Wu Ting-fang. In this capa- 
city he went to the Paris Peace 
Conference us Secretary of the 
Chinese Delegation, From 1920- 
1922 he worked os Superintendent 
of Customs and Commissioner of 
Foreign Affairs for Kuingchow 
and Pakhoi. In 1923 he becume 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs 
for the Province of Kwangtung 
und Superintendent of the Canton 
Customs, and subsequently Chief 
of the Bureau of Foreign Affairs 
in the Civil Governor’s Mice, 
Canton. Later he was adviser to
